NEW YORK, Oct. 1.—The New 
York Stock Exchange today an- 
nounced the suspension of Curtis & 
Sanger for insolvency. The New 
York Curb Exchange also an- 
nounced suspension of Curtis & 
Sanger because of inability to meet 
engagements. The firm maintains 
three offices in Boston and one in 
Red Bank, N. J. 

Members of the firm are Allen 
Curtis, Harry H. Bemis, Edward H. 
Baker, John E. Thayer Jr., Duncan 
¥. Thayer and Daniel Reese. Sabin 
P. Sanger is listed as a_ special 
member. This was the second fail- 
ure of a stock exchange member 
firm since April, the most recent 
previous suspension having beer 
Schuyler, Chadwick & Burnham.

The statement was in response 
to an inquiry by the Post-Dispatch 
as to what had been done about 
the new evidence presented by the 
Post-Dispatch two months ago, go- 
ing to show that Constable Edward 
P. Neu, who was murdered on the 
Gravois road on the night of April 
3, 1923. was killed by Egan gang- 
sters who had robbed a mail truck 
in St. Louis the day before, and 
were then transporting the mail 
robbery loot from one hiding place 
to another and taking a stolen car 
with which they had committed 
the robbery into the city to aban- 
don it. 

The murder of Constable Neu is 
recorded in the county as an 
unsolved mystery.

Summary Based on Testimony of

The news article published in the

Renard drove Roy Tipton and 
“Dizzy” Daniels to the home of 
Max Simonson, an ex-convict and a 
fence, at Fenton on the night of 
April 3, the day following the mail 
robbery. At Simonson’s there was 
of “them bonds” (the mail 
robbery loot) ahd of the stolen Cad- 
illac car which the Eganites had 
used in the mail robbery.

COURT DISMISSES 
SINGER'S $000,000 
SUIT AGAINST KARIN 


Lack of Evidence Given as 
Reason—Lydia Lindgren 
Had Charged Promises 
Were Broken. 


PRIMA DONNA SOBS 
ON WITNESS STAND 


Swedish Opera Star Says 
She Got Apology and 
$13,000 but Never Re- 
ceived $3000 Annuity. 


By the Associated Press, 

NEW YORK, Oct. 1.—The $500,- 
000 suit brought against Otto H. 
Kahr., financier and opera patron, 
by Mme, Lydia Lindgren, ‘singer, 
was dismissed today for lack of 
evidence. 

Mme. Lindgren alieged Kahn had 
given her a $150,000 trust fund, 
had promised her a $3000 annual 


income and had told her he would 
remember her in his will. She 
said all this was done py Kahn be- 
cause, he told her, he realized “all 
the trouble he had caused me and 
wanted to redeem himself.”’ 

Between bursts of weeping the 
Swedish singer told her story on 
the stand yesterday and was fol- 
lowed as a witness by Kahn. 
When the case was resumed today 
the Judge dismissed it. 

Mme, Lindgren had said that 
part of the money she sought had 
been promised her by Kahn if she 
would drop a slander suit against 
Mme. Julia Claussen, another 
singer. In dismissing the case 
against Kahn the Judge said he 
regarded the Lindgren-Claussen 
suit as fraudulent. 

Singer Takes Stand. 

The appearance of the singer as 
a witness provided a dramatic 
scene for the crowded courtroom. 
Smartly attired in a blue ensemble, 
she told of Kahn's’ benefactions 
with many gestures. 

“Mr. Kahn told me he realized 
all the trouble he had caused me 
and that he wanted to redeem 
himself,” she said. “He gave me 
the $150,000 trust fund in 1926 and 
promised $3000 a year as long 
as I lived ar said he would re- 
member me in his will.’’ 

She did not further explain the 
benefactions of the man who has 
come to be Known as “the guard- 
ian angel of opera in New York,” 
and her lawyers did not- question 
her further, for at this point she 
buried her face in a simall hand- 
kerchief and began sobbing. 

She had asserted her operatic 
career had been ruined because of 
a “libelous report” she said was 
spread by Mme. Claussen that she 
had been ‘too friendly with Mr. 
Kahn” and that he obtained all her 
engagements for her. 

In 1929 Mme. Lindgren filed 
suit against Mme. Claussen, but 
withdrew it, she testified, because 
“Mr. Kahn induced me to, promis- 
ing me a letter of apology from 
Mine, Claussen and $13,000.” 

Asked for More Money. 

She told of asking Kahn at that 
time to replenish her trust fund, 
which she said had been depleted 
as a result of “bad advice’ Kahn 
gave her a European tour, and 
promised to give her $3000 a year. 

She testified he agreed to all 
this and in addition offered to en- 
gage for her a manager “who 
would not be affected by all this 
talk.”” She told of receiving the 
apology note and the $13,000, but 
said she had seen nothing of the 
manager or of the $3000 annuity. 
“None of those promises were 
kept,”’ she testified. 

When Kahn appeared, with a 
smile on his face, he was sworn 
immediately. Not once did he look 
at the woman who is suing him 
as he testified. 

“How old are you?” 
asked. “Sixty-four.” 
*Married?” ‘*Yes.” 
‘“Fappily?” “Yes, unusually so.” 
“Have you any children?” “Yes, 
four.”

Manufacturer Tells . Hoover 
This Will4mcrease Em- 
ployés by Third.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 1.—Presi- 
dent Hoover was told today that 
the chemical industry plans to 
adopt the six-hour day and thus in- 
crease by-ohe-third the number em- 


ployed. 

W. D. Huntington of Baltimore, 
chairman of the Executive Comrnit- 
tee of the Manufacturing Chemists’ 
Association, after relating the de- 
tails of the plan to the President, 
said Hoover heartily approved it. 

“Many plants,’’ Huntington said, 
“have already changed over from 
the eight-hour to the six-hour shift 
and others are adopting the plan 
this week. In the case of one plant, 
the short shift will permit the add- 
ing of 135 more men to the present 
payroll of 600.” - 

Huntington said that under the 
plan “no reduction in hourly rates 
of wage is contemplated.” Present 
intention, he added, is to carry out 
this six-hour day in all parts of the 
industry save in certain continuous 
processes requiring high-skilled 
work, 

The Manufacturing Chemists’ As- 
sociation includes most of the 
larger chemical companies of the 
country. 


At the Mallinckrodt Chemical 
Works officers said the force had 
not been reduced during the busi- 
ness flepression, but that employes 
worked, only five days a week.

CAPITOL MURAL 
AMONG HIS WORKS 


Wife He Divorced in 1914 
Said They Were Reincar- 
nations of Pair That 
Loved in Egypt. 


Ralph Chesley Ott, widely known 
portrait painter of St. Louis and 
Springfield, Mo., died suddenly of 
heart disease yesterday at the home 
of his sister in Springfield. He 
was 56 years old. 

Born in Springfield, Ott came 
to St. Louis as a youth to enroll 
in St. Louis School of Fine Arts 
of Washington University where he 
studied under Edmund H. Wuer- 
pel. now director there. Later he 
entered the Julian Academy _ in 
Paris, where his teachers were 
Benjamin Constant and Jean Paul 
Laurens. He painted in New York 
and Philadelphia, and studied in 
Spain and Italy before returning 
to St. Louis. 

He was chosen by the Missouri 
Capitol Decoration Commission in 
1925 to°'do the mural painting 
“Power From the Hills,” and a 
series of portraits of Missouri Gov- 
ernors, among them William H. 
Harrison, Benjamin Howard, Da- 
vid R. Francis, Herbert Hadley, El- 
liott Major, Frederick W. Gardner, 
Arthur Hyde and Samuel Baker, 

Portrait in Art Museum. 

Ons of his works, a portrait of 
Taxile Doat, French ceramist, was 
purchased for the permanent col- 
lection of City Art Museum in For- 
est Park in 1914. One of his most 
recent paintings, a portrait of Wil- 
fred Schade, is included in the an- 
nual exhibition of American paint- 
ings now at the museum. 

Schooled in the works of the old 
masters, Ott had little to do with 
the innovations and fads of modern 
ists. Titian and Tintoretto, and the 
Englishmen, Reynolds, Romney and 
Lawrence, are those whom he 
studied most closely. 

Returning to , dt. Louis in 1910, 
Ott became-associated with E. G. 
Lewis, founder of University City. 
He painted the murals in the Egyn- 
tian Building, now the city hall of 
University City, and _ illustrated 
Lewis’ publications. 

Reincarnation Story. 

While in this work he met Jane 
Schaufert, who posed for som: of 
his paintings. They were married 
and in syndicated stories soon aft- 
erward, related that they were the 
reincarnation of a pair who loved 
in Egypt 5000 years before. 

Mrs. Ott said she had been the 
Princess Amneris-and her husband 
an humble artisan. They had lived 
and loved on the banks of the Nile 
until the Pharaoh, Khufu, her fa- 
ther, discovered them one evening 
together, feeding sweetmeats to the 
sacred crocodiles. Ott related that 
he had escaped and wandered for 
many years over a sandy waste with 
strange people. 

Mrs. Ott sued for divorce in 1912, 
but a decree was denied her, and 
two years later Ott obtained a di- 
vorce, 

It was at the Egyptian building 
also that he met Doat, who was 
head of the ceramics department 
in an art school Lewis had estab- 
lished. Ott’s portrait of Doat, and 
Doat’s collection of ceramics, were 
acquired by the Art Museum, when 
he returned to France. 

Surviving are his sister, Mrs. 
Cora B. Ott, assistant principal of 
Springfield High School, and two 
daughters, Arcea and Jane, who 
live with their aunt in Springfield.

LABOR FINDS ‘COLD-BLOODED’ 
REDUCTION OF AGE LIMIT 


Report Placed Before Metal Trades 
Department of American 
Federation.

VANCOUVER, B. C., Oct, 1.-—A 
report of an increasing tendency 
toward a “cold-blooded” reduction 
of the age limit in industry was 
before the metal trades department 
of the American Federation of 
Labor in a precenvention meeting 
here today. The findings were in 
a report by the president, James 
O’Connell, and secretary, John P.

Wage increases between 1922 and

years. He has served as president 
for the past 31 years. In tribute 
to him the delegates reversed their 
usual procedure yesterday long 
enough to re-elect him by a unani- 
mous vote. 


COLLECTOR AGAIN REJECTS 
WELLSTON-SEWER TAX LIST 


Says Assessment Roll Was Novot 
Properly Prepared, but Will Ke- 
ceive It When Correct. 

Supervisors of Wellston Sewer 
District sought to file with Colles- 
tor Benson today a tax Hst which 
would levy an additional 8 cents 
per 100 square feet for prelimi- 
nary sewer expenses, making the 
total levy 18 cents per 100 feet.

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EPISCOPAL CHURCH 
BISHOPS CRITICISE 
ECONOMIC SYSTEM 


In Pastoral Letter, Prelates 
Say Profit Motive in Busi- 
ness Must Give Way to 
One of Service. 


By the Associated Press. 

DENVER, Colo., Oct. 1.—The 
existing economic system is 
criticised by Bishops of the Prot- 
estant Episcopal Church, who as- 
sert unemployment is only a sign 
of underlying selfishness. 

That expression was contained in 
the Bishop’s pastoral letter, read 
by the Rt. Rev. James de Wolf 
Perry of Rhode Island, presiding 
Bishop, before the closing session 
of the general convention of the 
church here yesterday. 

Relief of the suffering caused by 
unemployment was set forth as a 
primary duty by leaders of the 
church, who said the profit-seeking 
motive must give way to one of 
service. 

“The church must insist,” the 
letter said, ‘“‘that every financial 
question is essentially one of hu- 
man relations, Until business is 
corverted and is conducted in the 
sight of God, who is the Father of 
all men, no change in technique 
will be of permanent value.’”’ 

Current conditions in society are 
summed up in one word, “confu- 
sion,”’ with the additional comment 
that uncertainty pervades every 
field of human interest, economic, 
political and religious. 

“An acquisitive society,” as the 
modern age has been aptly called,” 
the letter says, “stands bewildered 
in the presence of a crisis precipi- 
tated not by earthquakes, drouth, 
floods or any physical catastrophe, 
but, apparehtly by the competitive, 
profit-seeking principles upon 
which it has been hitherto as- 
sumed general prosperity is based. 
“In the realm of morals, there is 
similar confusion. * * * In this 
modern age the inter-penetration 
of people has progressed so rapidly 
that moral standards gverywhere 
have been thrown into confusion 
and the sanctions which enforced 
them have been challenged and 
some times discredited.” 
Emphasizing that economic dis- 
tress and political unrest are ag- 
gravated by the present state of 
international relations, the letter 
recommends membership of the 
United States in the World Court 
and League of Nations. The Bish- 
ops also urge the United States to 
lead the way to substantial reduc- 
tions in armament.

1924, Renard, who had been 
sent to a Federal penitentiary on 
an old conviction, told postoffice 
inspectors the whole story of the 
mail robbery, including his version 
of the flight on the Gravois road. 
The postoffice men immediately 
interviewed Simorison, who at first 
denied any connection with the 
case, but later confessed and stood 
ready to testify to save himself 
from prosecution. But his testi- 
mony was not needed at the sub- 
sequent trials of the mail robbers 
in November, 1924, and January, 
1925, where Renard’s story, sup- 
ported in part by other witnesses, 
convicted. all of the defendants. 
The indictment against Simonson 
was dismissed. He has ‘since died. 
Convicted on Renard’s Testimony. 
The testimony of one witness 
who said he made an arrangement 
with the gang to dispose of some 
of the loot included the statement 
that he saw the bonds at Doering’s 
house at 10 o’clock on the morning 
of April 4, that is, the day follow- 
ing the night of the murder of 
Constable Neu. 
The Post-Dispatch ariicle of 
July 30 showed that Renard's tes- 
timony as to the occurrences at 
Simonson’s house and on the Gra- 
vois road was what convicted Tip- 
ton of the mail robbery. Daniels 
was never tried for the mail rob- 
bery, having killed a policeman and 
been sent to the penitentiary before 
the trials came on, There was no di- 
rect evidence as to the participation 
of the gangsters in the robbery— 
no identification, that is—and Tip- 
ton was found guilty because 
Renard’s testimony was accepted, 
and that testimony put him in pos- 
session of the mail robbers’ car. ° 
Saw Brother Killed. 
Two eye-witnesses of the mur- 
der were John S. Neu of 65209 
Walnut avenue, Affton, brother of 
the slain constable, and Walter 
Julian, proprietor of a roadhouse 
at 8343 Gravois road. They gave 
a full account of the murder in the 
Post-Dispatch of Aug. 1. 
Roy Tipton and “Dizzy’’ Daniels 
are prisoners at the Missouri peni- 
tentiary, Tipton serving two years 
for carrying concealed weapons 
and Daniels a life term for mur- 
der of a St. Louis policeman.

“The. Post-Dispatch article made 
the point that the same testimony 
put both Tipton and Daniels in 
possession and occupancy of the 
“murder car’ when the -murder 
was committed. 

“As to Renard’s connection with 
the killing the point was made 
that that was a question for a 
grend jury and a trial jury. His 
owa testimony placed him waiting 
at the city limits for his compan- 
ions when the crime was commit- 
ted—with an alibi—but the testi- 
mony of the. eye-witnesses contra- 
dicted this version. They said the 
two cars were together and that 
shots were fired from both ma- 
chines; indeed that the fatal shot 
was fired by the lone driver of the 
leading machine. According to 

Feenard’s testimony he was alone 
in his car and in the lead when 
the party left Fenton. 


Although Simonson Is dead, it 
was learned by the Post-Dispatch 
after the publication of the article 
of July 30 that another person also 
confirmed Renard’s story about 
the visit of the three men to the 
Simonson home in a statement to 
post office inspectors. This fact 
and the name of the witnesses 
were communicated by the Post- 
Dispatch to Prosecuting Attorney 
Castlien. The testimony of the 
witness, assuming what was told 
to the post office inspectors was 
accurate, would be as pertinent as 
to Tipton and Daniels in a trial 
for the murder of Constable Neu 
as Renard’s testimony was against 
Tipton in the mail robbery trial. 
The witness could identify both of 
them. It would put them in pos- 
session of the “murder car’’ when 
it left Fenton, and the rules of 
evidence are that possession con- 
tinues until disproved. 

Motive for the Killing. 


The testimony of the eyewit- 
nesses, as stated above, is that the 
murder, which occurred less than 
half an hour after the party left 
Fenton, was participated in by the 
men then in possession of the 
identical Cadillac car in which, 
according to the statement to the 
post office inspectors, Tipton and 
Daniels left her house. 


As stated in the Post-Dispatch 
article, Renard’s testimony at the 
two mail robbery trials would be 
admissible against himself in any 
other trial concerning the events 
there testified to, which would in- 
clude the occurrences on the Gra- 
vois road the night Constable Neu 
was murdered. The Post-Dispatca 
has said editorially, in an analysis 
of the evidence, that the only log- 
ical conclusion to be drawn from

SMOKE SCREEN AROUND AIRSHIP

TWOMILK TRUCKS 
WRECKED, MASKED 
GROUP SHOOT MAN 


One Carrier Dumped Near 
Effingham, Machine 
Turned Over, Holes 
Chopped in Tires. 


Two milk trucks were disabled 
and a driver and a horse were 
struck by shotgun pellets in out- 
breaks of violence in the milk 
strike yesterday at three points in 
Illinois. The milk was being col- 
lected from farmers for stations 
of the Pevely Dairy Co. 

Authorities in two cases said that 
the assailants seemed to be strang- 
ers in the communities and that 


there seemed little chance of iden- 
tifying them. County authorities 
said, however, that the investiga- 
tions would be diligently pursued 
and particular vigilance exercised 
against further outbreaks. 


Bight men Witu handkerchief 
masks halted the collecting truck 
of Clarence Habing four miles 
south of Effingham and a _ mile 
nast of Highway No. 25, dumped 
its 18 cans of milk, turned over 
the small truck and caopped holes 
in its tires and body. 

Five men stopped Charles Cun- 
ningham, another route driver, 
west of Watson, emptied a number 
of milk cans and battered in a cyl- 
inder head of the truck. Both these 
drivers reported no personal vio- 
lence. 

Elmer Schumaker, head of a 
family, was shot by men in am- 
bush who had cut the telephone 
wires to his home, four’. miles 
south of Hagarstown. Small shot 
struck one of his horses, and the 
team ran away, wrecking the wag- 
on. 

Shumaker said that after the 
shots 12 men, wearing blatk cloth 
masks, ran from a roadside field 
and clubbed and beat him. He 
managed to reach his home, two 
miles away, and was taken by his 
wife tothe Pevely collecting plant 
at Hagarstown and later, by in- 
struction of a local physician, to a 
hospital at Vandalia. 

A Federal injunction has been is- 
sued by Judge~Davis in St. Louis 
against interference with Pevely 
shipments, drivers or producers. E. 
W. Tiedeman, president of the strik

SUPREME COURT APPROVES 
COUNTY EXTENSION RULE 


Prospective Customer Required to 
Pay Entire Cost Subject to 
Later Refund. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. : 

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 1.— 
Service and extension rules ap- 
proved by the Missouri Public Serv- 
ice Commission for the St. Louis 


& prospective water customer to 
pay the company the entire cost 
of any extension of mains required 
to furnish him service, under cer- 
tain conditions, subject to later re- 
funds, were custained today by Di- 
vision No. 2 of the Missouri Su- 
preme Court, in a test case brought 
by 25 St. Louis County property 
owners on Coles avenue. 

The present rules, approved by 
the commission several years ago, 
provide that persons desiring water 
service, which involves an exten- 
sion of the company’s mains, must 
pay the company the entire cost of 
the extension, before the main is 
laid. They are entitled to refunds 
at the rate of $50 for each custom- 
er who thereafter connects with the } 
extension until the entire amount, 
less 1 per cent for depreciation an- 
nually, is refunded. 

The rules provide that in excep- 
tional cases, where conditions ap- 
pear to warrant a departure from 
the regular rules, the costs of ex- 
tensions may be apportioned in a 
manner to be approved by the com- 
mission, 


PRINTERS IN CHICAGO VOTE 
FOR FOUR-DAY WORK WEEK

CHICAGO, Oct. 1.—The Chicago 
Typographical Union yesterday 
proposed a four-day week in the 
printing business here. 

President Hedge said the union 
voted last Sunday that it would be 
“more equitable and just to divide 
up the work now being performed 
by its employed members.” In- 
stead of distributing relief to 1000 
unemployed members each week, 
more than $500,000-was paid out 
during the year, he said. 

The four-day week plan would 
put 500 additional men at work in 
newspaper composing rooms, he 
estimated, and 500 in part-time 
work in commercial offices.

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SEEKS INCOME TA 
FROM BALL PLAYERS 


State Levies on Pay Earned in 
Missouri Even by Those 
Who Live Elsewhere. 


The State of Missouri is calling 
on St. Louis major league baseball 
players, both the pennant-winning 
Cardinals and the gradually as- 
cending Browns, to make returns 
on their salaries for income tax 


assessments. 


Most of the St. Louis players 
have their homes outside Missouri, 
but the law says that incomes 
earned in Missouri are taxable in 
this State. Half their games are 
played outside this State, and for 
this reason the players are asked 
to return only one-half their sal- 
aries for assessment. The incomes 
now under discussion are those 
earned in 1930, on which payments 
were due June 1. 

Players who were on the teams 
last year have been asked to ap- 
pear at City Hall to consult mem- 
bers of the Assessor’s staff, in 
charge of State income tax mat- 
ters. Any player residing outside 
Missouri, who can show a receipt 
for income tax paid in-his own 
State, may claim exemption, in 
case there is a reciprocity provi- 
sion in the law of that State. 

Jim Bottomley, Cardinal first 
baseman, who was one of those to 
call on the Assessor yesterday, 
lives at Nokomis, Ill. As Illinois 
has no State income tax, he will 
have no ground for an exemption 
claim.

LED FAMILY PRAYERS 
BEFORE KILLING SELF 


Dr. Adcox, Figure in Diploma 
Mill, Temporarily Insane, 
Inquest Verdict Holds. 


Testimony that Dr. Robert A. 
Adcox prayed for the salvatian of 
himself and family before firing a 
bullet into his brain yesterday was 
given by his widow, Mrs. Hattiv 
Adcox, at the inquest today. A 
verdict of suicide while suffering a 
temporary mental aberration was 
returnedsé 

Mrs. Adcox testified her husband 
called her and their daughter and 
son-in-law, Mr. and Mrs. Roy Law- 
ler, to the baserhent of the apart- 
ment butiding in which they live 
at 4414 Delmar boulevard after 
break fast. 

“He asked us te kneel, and then 
he prayed beautifully for about 15 
minutes,” Mrs. Adcox said. “I was 
moved to tears. Then my husband 
asked us to wait a minute, and he 
stepped into the bathroom. There 
was a shot and Roy opened the 
door, and my husband toppled to 
the floor.” 

In response to questions concert- 
ing threats by Dr. Adcox to end his 
life, Mrs. Adcox said he had an- 
nounced on several occasions, ‘I 
cannot go on with this awful thine 
in my head.” He recently spent 
several weeks in a sanitarium, she 
said, and it had been suggested that 
he had a tumor of the brain. His 
sight and voice were failing. 

The revolver used by Dr. Adcox 
had been in possession of the fani- 
ily for 30 years. Mrs. Adcox said 
It had been fired once previously to 
her knowledge, the occasion being 
an outing on which the doctor shot 
at a target. 

Dr. Adcox figured in a medical 
“diploma mill’ exposed in 1923, and 
was convicted of bribery and sen- 
tenced to two years in the peniten- 
tiary. The case subsequently was 
reversed by the State Supreme 
Court, and Dr. Adcox was released. 

In conjunction with other al- 
leged operators of the “diploma 
mill,”” Dr. Adcox was indicted in 
California. and in the District of 
Columbia. He pleaded guilty at 
Washington, and was sentenced to 
49 days in jail. The California in- 
dictment was dismissed. Last Feb- 
ruary Dr. Adcox was sentenced to 
six months in the Workhouse for 
selling a bogus chiropractic diplo- 
ma. He had pleaded guilty. 

Following the 1923 expose Dr. 
Adcox’s license to practice medi- 
cine in Missouri was revoked, .

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SIX MORE VACANCIES 
IN HOUSE TO BE FILLED 


Law of Averages Favors Dem- 
ocrats for Control of 
Body. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 1.—The law 


of averages favors the Democrats 
organizing the next House. 
Over a long period of years the 


death rate of Republican and Dem- 
ocratic members averages about 
the same. The annual number of 
deaths ismore than a dozen. Of 
the 11 Representatives elected to 
the Seventy-second Congress who 
have died, seven were Democrats 
and four Republicans. The Demo- 
crats have filled all but two of the 
vacancies normally Democratic, 
while the Republicans still have 
four vacant. As a result of the 
Democratic victory in the Seventh 
Missouri District yesterday, both 
the Republican and Democratic 
parties have 214 seats. The Farm- 
er-Labor party has one. 

If the law of averages prevails 
the death rate in the ‘Republican 
membership may nip the advan- 
tage the administration party has 
maintained since last November 
elections. Then the count was: 
Republicans 218, Democrats 216, 
Farmer Labor 1, 

With only two months before 
Congress convenes, it would be 
difficult for Republicans to fill 
additional vacancies. A _ special 
election is to be held Oct. 13 to 
fill the seat in the First Wiscon- 
sin District vacated by the death 
of the veteran Henry Allen Cooper. 
The Republicans expect to take 
this seat with ease. 

The remaining vacancies, both 
Republcan and Democratic, are to 
be filled Nov. 3 by special elec- 
tions. | 

The attention of the nation will 
be centered particularly on the 
First Ohio District. There the 
Democrats claim more than a fair 
chance to defeat the Republican 
candidate nominated to succeed the 
late Nicholas Longworth. 


In addition, the Democrats are | 
confident they will be successful 
in the normally Democratic dis- 
tricts—Twentieth Ohio and Seventh | 
New York. While looking Raper 
fully toward the Eighth Michigan, 
they have no expectations of cap- 
turing the Second Pennsylvania, 
vacated by the death of (eorge

The election of Robert D. John-

Railroads in Closing Plea 
Say Wage Cuts and Labor 
Troubles Will Follow if 
Rise Is Denied. © as) 


By the Associated Press. . 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 1.—The 


plea of the nation’s railroads for 
higher freight rates has been taken 
under advisement by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, 

Public hearings ended at noon 
yesterday with a warning from 
railroad attorneys that refusal 
would entail wage cuts and labor 


troubles all over the nation’s vast 
transportation system. They closed 
their argument, too, with a reitera- 
tion of their contention that the 
transportation act makes favorable 
action mandatory. 

The petition of the roads for a 
75 per cent blanket increase in 


freight charges has been before the 


commission since June 17. Extend- 
ed hearings have been conducted in 
many parts of the country. A final 
decision is expected by Nov. 1. 

Grenville Clark of New York, 
representing railroad security hold- 
ers, freely predicted yesterday that 
if the petition is denied an effort 
will be made to reduce the wages 
of railroad workers. This, he said, 
would be followed by widespread 
strikes, , 

‘“T have figured out as nearly as 
possible,’’ he added, “that it would 
mean 1400 different possible medi- 
ation cases. This commission should 
not hurl this controversy on the 
country.” 

Beginning July 15, the commis- 
sion held hearings continuously 
with the exception of one brief re- 
cess. Arguments started Sept. 21. 

Plea Based on “Fair Return.” 

The railroads based their plea on 
Section 15A of the interstate com- 
merce act. This provided that the 
railroads were to be permitted a 
“fair return” not to exceed 6. per 
cent on their investments. This was 
to be applied to the carriers as a 
group. 

The carriers contended that they 
never had reached the figure set 
by law and that their income this 
year would be almost as low as 2 
per cent. ‘The increase, they said, 
would bring net income to about 4 
per cent. 

Unless this is done, they said, 77 
per cent of the railroad bonds now 
legal investments for trustees, sav- 
ings banks and insurance com- 
panies in New York and other 
states would become illegal hold- 
ings for these investors. Thus, they 
argued, the lines would be de- 


prived of an extremely important 
source of financing. 


Shippers from throughout the 
country flocked to hearings in 
Washington, Chicago, Atlanta, Dal- 
las, Salt Lake City, San Francisco, 
Portland, Ore., and Portland, Me., 
to oppose the increase. 


They termed the proposal to in- 
crease rates during the present de- 
pression “economically unsound” 
and said it would result in added 
unemployment because business 
houses could not stand the addi- 
tional expense. In addition, the 
opposition brought economists and 
statisticians to the hearings in an ef- 
fort to prove shippers would use 
trucks and waterways to & great- 
er extent than ever before. 

Wage Question Ruled Out. 

The commission at the outset of 
hearings ruled that no evidence 
of railroad wages would be con- 
sidered because jurisdiction over 
wages is vested in the United States 
mediation board and not the com- 
mission. 

Counsel for shippers attacked 
this stand in final arguments as- 
serting the railroads had failed to 
show they had determined whether 
some wage scales were extravagant. 
The railroads in their petition had 
stated they did not touch the wage 
question because of the time neces- 
sary to negotiate wage cuts. 


LAVAL TO TELL HOOVER HOW 
EUROPE VIEWS MORATORIUM 


French Premier’s Departure for U. 
S. Set Definitely for 
Oct. 16. 
By the Associated Press. 
PARIS, Oct. 1—When Premier 
Laval visits President Hoover in 
Washington he will tell the Presi- 


dent just what Europe thinks 
Hoover accomplished by starting 
the movement that called off in- 
ternational debts for one year. 

The Premier, whose departure 
has been definitely set for Oct. 16, 
aboard the Ile de France, will be 
the first foreign statesman to talk 
with the President since the mora- 
torium was suggested. 

Arriving in New York Oct. 22, 
Laval will proceed immediziely to 
Washington for a series of infurmal 
talks during which it is his in- 
tention to discuss frankly any mat- 
ter Hoover cares to bring up. 

He is ready, for instance, to dis- 
cuss in full the information he 
gathered during his visit to Berlin 
last week-end with Foreign Min- 
ister Briand. 

Similarly, he will be prepared to 
present his views on France's own 
financial position and the steps 
necessary to deal with the problem 
of war debts and reparations. 

On the question of disarmament 
the Premier's advisers say he thinks 
the French position has been so 
frequently and so clearly stated 
there is no possible room for mis- 
understandings.

nary hearing today. Although stat- 
ing that sufficient cause hal been 
shown for holding Dr. Andre on a 
manslaughter - charge, defense 
counsel asserted no evidence had 
been introduced to warrant bind- 
ing him over to the District Court 
for murder. . 

Seth W. Longabaugh, Justice of 
the Peace, indicated he would 
rule on the plea that the charge be 
reduced. The prosecution ques- 
tioned his right to make such an 
order. 

M. K. McMillan, San Francisco 
newspaper man, testified yesterday 
that he and several others were at 
the Vanderbilt ranch party when 
Dr. Andre entered, “grabbed Mrs.

SPORTSMAN’S -PARK, Oct. 1—Connie Macks’ Athletics, seeking their third successive 
world championship, defeated the Cardinals, peanant winners in the National League, 6 to 2, 
this afternoon and one high-bouncing grounder stood out in bold relief as the all- -important 
factor in the American League team’s —e 


Bob Grove, the king of left-hand- 
ers, pitched for the Athletics, but 
the Cardinals pounded his delivery 
for 12 hits, one more than the 
American League champions made 
off the slants of -Paul Derringer 
and Sylvester Johnson. 

Grove struck out seven men, but 
the Cardinals excelled, even in that 
phase, as Derringer fanned nine 
men in seven innings and Johnsun 
struck out two in two frames, 

And if it had not been for that 
one little grounder, which took a 
high bounce.and caromed off Andy 
High’s glove for a single, the Red- 
birds might have gone through to 
victory. 

Cards Get Two Runs in First. 

Grove was a shutout pitcher in all 
but one inning, the first, in which 
the Cardinals made their two ruas. 
But there were opportunities which 
might have materialized into more 
runs ifthe Cardinals could have 
played for one ata time. Because 
of that sinister bounder, the Na- 
tional League champions 
strive for clusters of runs and Grove 
thwarted them in each attempt, 
nipping each\ rally when one more 
hit would have brought results. 

Singles by Roettger, Frisch and 
Bottomley and a double by Martin 
gave the Cardinals their two runs 
off Grove in the opening frame and 
those runs looked important, as 
Derringer mowed down the Amer- 
ican League sluggers in the first 
two innings.

The selective draft, the process 
by which star players are taken 
from minor league clubs, appears 


to be passing out. Only 15 were 
picked, 12 by National League 
clubs and three. by American 
League teams, at last night’s meet- 
ing held at the Chase Hotel. The 
raise in price from $5000 to $7500 
for Class AA, and $3000 to $6000 
from Class A, may be the reason. 
These new prices went into effect 
this year. 

Sam Breadon, owner of the Car- 
dinals, gave a pretty good explan- 
ation of the reason for the low 
number of players drafted. “If a 
player is a real prospect, the club 
which, wants him can easily pay 
$10,000 for him and not take a 
chance on the draft. If he is pur- 
chased and he shows any promise 
he can be optioned out. A drafted 
player cannot be sent out on Op- 
tion.”’ 

Of the players drafted, six are 
pitchers, four infielders, three 
catchers, one outfielder and one 
athlete who pitches or plays the 
outfield. 

Browns Draft Shortstop. | 

In the American League the Chi- 
cago White Sox obtained Infielder 
Carey Selph, once a wearer of the 
St. Louis Cardinal uniform, from 
the Houston club of the ‘Texas 
League, a Cardinal farm. Selph 
had a batting mark of .323 this 
season and was one of Houston’s 
leading players. 

The St. Louis Browns called in 
Shortstop Wescott Kingdon from 
the Chattanooga club of the South- 
ern Association, where he batted 
278. The Yankees obtained a 
pitcher, Frank Nekola, who was 
picked up by that club from Holy 
Cross University. He spent most 
of last season with St. Paul of the 
American Association, and this year 
served with the Jersey City club of 
the International League, for which 
he won 10 games and was charged 
with 14 defeats. 

The Boston Braves headed the 
National League, obtaining three 
pitchers and a catcher. Walter 
(Huck) Betts, a right-hander, was 
drafted from St. Paul of the Amer- 
fcan Association, where he won 22 
games and lost 13 with a cham- 
pionship club, Leo Mangum, an- 
other right-hander, who won 14 
and lost nine games, was called up 
from Newark of the International 
League, and Frank Coleman, the 
third hurler, was selected from 
Scranton of the New York-Pennsyl- 
vania League. He had a record of 
one victory and three defeats for 
the recent season. The Braves fin- 
ished up with Catcher William 
(Red) Hargrave, from Baltimore of 
the International League, where he 
batted .353. Hargrave, a veteran, 
previously had been with Detroit, 
the Yankees and the St. Louis 
Browns. 

The Phillies picked up Shortstop 
George Knothe from New Orleans 
of the Southern Association, and 
Catcher Al Todd from Dallas of the 
Texas League. Knothe batted for 
-283, while Todd’s hitting mark 
was .270. 

The Chicago Cubs ‘added Pitcher 
Allen Newsome from the Little 
Rock club of the Southern Associ- 
ation, and Marvin Gudat, a left- 
handed pitcher and outfielder, from 
Célumbus of the-American. Associa- 
tion, also a Cardinal] farm. New- 
some won 16 and lost 14 games and 
Gudat had a pitching record of 
four victories and four defeats. 
However, he batted close to .350 in 
more than 90 games. 

Pitchtr Herman Bell, another 
former Cardinal, went from the 
Rochester International League 
club, a Card farm, to the New 
York Giants, who also obtained 
Shortstop Eddie Moore from the 
Oakland Pacific Coast League team. 
Bell won 16 decisions and. lost 11, 
and Moore batted .321. 

The selection of Catcher Clyde 
Manion by the Cincinnati Reds 
from Milwaukee of the American 
Association caused Charles Arthur 
(The Great) Shires to be left in the 
minor leagues for another season. 
The Reds had first call and took 
Manion, who batted .253. 

Pittsburg snared Outfielder Dave 
Barbee, who once had a trial with 
the Athletics, from Hollywood of 
the Pacific Coast League. Barbee 
batted .332 and had 46 home runs 
to his credit, according to recent 
averages. 

Miss Gottlieb in Final.

As Lady Luck would have it, 
the National League representa- 
tive is not able to take the field 
with its full strength, because of 
the injuries to Jess Haines and 
Sparky Adams. As a result, the 
Athletics are one to two favor- 
ites to win the world series. 

American League clubs have 
won the championship for the 
past four years, On two occasions 
the National League opponents 
failed to win a game. In the four 
series played the Nationals have 
won three out of 19 world series 
contests payed,

A Sad Stary. 
HAT is not all. In the 26 


years during which world se- 
ries have been conducted under 
National Agreement auspices, 
American League clubs have won 
16 times to 10 for the National, 
The junior league’s teams like- 
wise have, on THREE different 
occasions, won the world series in~ 
four successive years, a_ feat 
which the Nationals have never 
achieved. 

It is easy to understand that 
John Heydler and his associates 
would like to restore National 
League prestige by halting the 
Athletics thereby preventing the 
establishment of a new record— 
that is, five successive victories 
for the junior league. 

+ ¥ 
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Forget the Odds. 
OMBODY seems to have used 


a tire pump on the odds, in 
making the ‘Athletics 1 to 2 fa- 
vorites. Such odds are seldom 
justified in baseball, between 
the champions of two major 
leagues. 

Try to bet on the Cardinals 
and you’ll find that the 1 to 2 
odds do not exist in the reverse. 
That is to say, while the bettor 
must put up $2 for each one 
dollar if-he wants to wager on 
the Athletics, the best he can 
hope to get, if he wants to wager 
on the Cardinals, is $7 for each 
$5 that he risks. This, of course, 
refers to professional betting. 

The explanation is that the 
betting commissioner must take 
out his commission, for one 
thing; and another factor is that 
the professional bettors are not 
cager to take any money against 
the Mackmen. 

What can happen to any club 
was shown right here in S&t. 
Louis where the St. Louis Browhs 
beat both contenders for the 
title, Killefer’steam beating the 
mighty Lefty Grove in one 
game, and last year’s Cardinal 
ace, Burleigh Grimes, in the 
other game. Furthermore the 
Browns spotted the Cardinals a 
lead of four runs and then gave 
them a decisive punching. 

The Browns can’t do that 
throughout a season. But in a 
single game or a short series 
anything. may happen. We have 
only to recall] that the Browns, 
for nearly a month of the past 
season, looked like the best team 
in the league, winning four out 
of five from the Athletics 
(enough to win a world series, 
by the way) and defeating the 
Yankees, Red Sox and Senators 
during their home stand.

and were without either money for 
tickets or purchasers for their po- 
sitions. 

From seats on boxes and littered 
newspapers the impatient waiters 
arose at 7 o’clock to clamor for 
the opening of the gates. At that 
time the newcomers had extended 
the lines from Sullivan avenue 
south to St. Louis avenue, three 
long blocks, on beth Grand boule- 
vard and on Spring avenue. 

At least 25 per cent of the later 
arrivals were women, many of them 
gay in Cardinal red berets and red 
ribbons. 

Hawkers of Cardinal souvenirs 
began to ply a brisk trade. 

The pavilion seats, which sold 
at $3, compared with $1 for the 
bleachers. did not attract nearly as 
large a line as in former years. 
There were fewer than 150 there 
when the gate opened and at 8 
o'clock it was possible to get seats 
without waiting, and choice ones 
at that, since not even the first 
rows of the right-field seats were 
yet filled. 

At 9:30 all of the 5000 seats in 
the bleachers had been taken and 
the gates were closed. At that 
time the waiting line extended for 
six blocks, three on either side of 
the ball park, which meant that 
just that number of fans, who had 
waited too late to come to’ the 
park, were disappointed. Only a 
few appeared willing to spend an 
extra $2 for tickets in the  pa- 
vilion which seats 3500. 

An overcast sky cleared dur- 
ing the early morning and ‘the 
sun streamed down brightly on the 
crowd in the bleachers. Coats 
were dotfed as the fans sat close- 
packed, and the center field seats 
—terror of batters who lose sight 
of pitched balls against its back- 
ground of white shirts on- warm 
days—began to lose their somber 
appearance, 

Long before dawn there was a 
rustie of activity at the grand- 
stand gate on Spring avenue. Here 
were admitted the ushers and con- 
cession venders. Those hired just 
for the World Series turned out 
early, making sure they did not 
lose their coveted jobs before they 
had seen a ball pitched. 

Later in the morning a hundred 
or more youths gathered at the 
gates and clamored so lustily for 
jobs that finally a line of police- 
men corraled them and moved 
them over to a nearby parking lot 
where they continued to shout for 
work that would allow them to see 
the game. 

Ground keepers wet down the 
infield with water during the 
morning and the diamond was 
marked with whitewash and ready 
for play before 9 o'clock. The 
American flag, raised on the cen- 
ter field staff at dawn, fluttered 
lazily before a gentle southwest 
wind. 

Unlike the crowds of other years 
the bleacher fans did litle concert- 
ed cheering during the hours be- 
fore noon. Even when a 25-piece 
band marched on to the field at 
10:45 a. m. and began ta 0»play 
“Happy Days Are Here Again,” 
there was no shouting, only a scat- 
tered outbreak of yells that quickly 
subsided. 

The grandstand gates were open- 
ed at 9 o’clock and two hours later 
there was a sc-ttering of the fans 
who had purchased standing room 
tickets at the Arcade Building 
ticket office during the morning. A 
total of 3500 standing room places 
were available.

BIG TEN TEAMS | 

TO COMPETE IN 
FIVE CHARITY 
FOOTBALL GAMES |: 


CHICAGO, Oct. 1.— Charity 
promises to settle any disputes that 
may arise this fall over the Big Ten 
football championship. — 

Heeding the calls of cherity, the 
Big Ten yesterday voted to suspend 
its rule against post-season games 
and framed plans whereby five ex- 
tra contests will be played between 
conference teams of equal or ‘near 
rating at the conclusion of the 
regulation championship schedule. 

Under the tentatiyg plans the 
two teams with the “highest per- 
centages would meet in the head- 
line attraction of the charity sched- 
ule. Thus if two elevens went 
through the conference season with 
claims for the title, they would 
settle their right to the crown by 
meeting each other. Such a.post 
season game probably would not be 
regarded officially as a champion- 
ship battle, but there would be no 
worth-while alibis or claims for the 
loser. 

Five games are proposed under 
the suspension of the eight-game 
rule, which aroused a storm of 
protest last fall. In addition to the 
contest between the léaders, the 
third and fourth teams would 
meet, followed by games between 
the fifth and sixth place elevens, 
the seventh and eighth and the 
ninth and cellar clubs, If three 
teams are tied at the end of the 
regumtion championship schedule, 
the plans may be changed so that 
all three can settle their title 
claims for charity. A three-way 
tie was probable, too, as neither of 
the heavy favorites—Purdue, Mich- 
igan or Northwestern — meet each 
other this fall. 

The Big Ten will act as the clear- 
ing’ house for receipts, which will 
be pro-rated among the Governors’ 
unemployment funds in the seven

Leahy suggested law students be 
made to realize that all judicial 
proceedings are not for private 
benefit but primarily for public 
service.

Power of Courts. 


Allen McReynolds of Carthage 
told the conference that the Su- 
preme Appallae and Circuit Courts 
of Missouri had the right to disbar 
lawyers for violations of the licens- 
ing stattue, for professional mis- 
demeanors or violations of profes- 
sional ethics, except where the of- 
fense charged is one for which the 
lawyer might be indicted under a 
criminal ‘statute; in which case the 
courts can disbar the lawyer only 
after he has. been finally adjudged 
criminal offense.

The chief difficulty in bringing 
about disbarment of objectionable 
lawyers, McReynolds asserted, did 
not lie in the HNmitations of the law. 
but in the reluctance on the part of 
lawyers themselves to institute pro- 
ceedings and of courts to adminis- 
ter punishment. He continued: 
“The enviable position occupied by 
the members of the legal profession 
undoubtedly suffers by reason of 
the failure on the part of the pro- 
fession to. protect itself. It is my 
view that the best solution of that 
problem is the continued education 
of the members of the bar, directed 
towards creating a sense of obliga- 
tion upoh individals to assume the 


burden of protecting the honor and 
integrity of the profession.” 

Allen L. Oliver of Cape Girar- 
deau recommended to the confcr- 
ence an increased appropriation 
for the work of the Missouri Bar 
Association’s Grievance Committee 
and a broadening of that commit- 
tee’s activities. He was empow- 
ered to pass the recommendations 
on to the association.

FURTHER REDUCTION ORDERED 
IN CHICAGO GAS RATES 


Cut Required Beforc Companies 
Begin Mixing Natural and 
Manufactured Article. 

By the Asgociated Press. 
CHICAGO, Oct. 1.—The Illinois 


Commerce Commission today or- 
dered the Peoples Gas Light and 
Coke Co. and the Public Service 
Co. of Northern Illinois to make 
further reductions in gas rates be- 


fore starting distribution of mixed 
natural gas made available by pipe 
lines from Texas. 

Conditional approval of the 
mixed gas was given, but the nat- 
ural gas must not flow into North- 
ern Illinois distributing lines until 
the campanies file lower experi- 
mental schedules. These lower 
rates must be on file: within 10 
days, but it was made plain that 
they would be accepted as experi- 
menta] pending final judgment of. 
the matter by the commission. 

The Peoples Gas Co. was direct- 
ed to offer a new sche:lule provid- 
ing a 6% per cent reduction on 
domestic gas and 31 per cent re- 
duction on gas used for heating. 
The company had originally offered 
reductions of 3144 and 22 per cent. 
The present rate is 90 cents a thou- 
sand cubic feet.

Political leaders who plan to 
sponsor a 4 per cent beer bill were 
warned the Grange would oppose 
“all attempts to evade and nullify 
the fundamental law,” contending 
Congress lacked authority to 
legalize the beverage. 

In New York, before the Wo- 
men’s Arts and Industries Exposi- 
tion, two veteran opponents dis- 
puted over prohibition. 

Mrs. Charles H. Sabin, chairman 
of the Women’s Organization for 
National Prohibition Reform, call- 
ed on business women to help re- 
store prosperity by working for 
repeal of the eighteenth amend- 
ment. 

Mrs. D. Leigh Colvin, president 
of the Women’s Christian Temper- 
ance Union, replied, asserting 
“men who drank beer would not 
be able to purchase other com- 
modities.”

Intolerance at Kansas City. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


CCORDING to reports from Kansas | 


City, the St. Louis Conference of th 
Methodist Episcopal Church went on rec 
ord as condemning the utterances of the 
American Legion at the Detroit conven- 
tion. This action was taken after Dr. 
Clarence True Wilson had characterized 
the action of the American Legion as “an 
unpatriotic disregard for the laws of the 
United States.” 

Dr. Wilson forgets that for years be 
fore the adoption of the prohibition law 
there existed laws of the nation and 
state of equal force and effect making 
the sale and possession of liquor legal 
under well-defined regulations. Those 
laws were as much a part of the legal 
structure of our country then as the pro- 
hibition law is now. Yet no group as- 
sailed those laws or demanded their re- 
peal with greater vehemence than did 
the mihistry of the Methodist Church. 
No one characterized its utterances 
against those laws as “an unpatriotic 
disregard for the laws of the United 
States.”’ 

The trouble is that the conference at 
Kansas City was not tolerant of the ideas 
and ideals of others. Surely the men 
who have undergone the terrible hazards 
of war to preserve the honor and reputa- 
tion of this country amgng nations have 
a right to avail themselves of the pro- 
visions of the first amendment of the U. 
S. Constitution which provides that Con- 
gress shall make no law “abridging the 
freedom of speech, or of the press; or 
the right of the people peaceably to 
assemble and to petition the Govern- 
ment for a redress of grievances.” This 
amendment is as much a portion of the 
basic law of our country as is the 
eighteenth.

An Instance of Police Brutality. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
ETURNING from the Fairmount 


races recently, the writer and three 
others witnessed what appeared to 
be, on the surface, a brutal and uncalled- 
for act by an armed officer of the law. 
A man in his shirt sleeves, obviously in 
a drunken condition, got out of a car 
which had been run to one side of the 
road. As he was staggering toward a 
tall, powerfully built Illinois State pa- 
trolman, the officer unlimbered a heavy 
long-barreled pistol and, advancing to 
close quarters, struck the apparently un- 
armed and wobbling man a vicious blow 
on the side of the head with the barrel, 
knocking him clear out of view into a 
shgliow ditch.

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THE NEWS FROM THE SEVENTH. 
Democratic leaders are elated over the result in 
the Seventh Missouri Congressional District, which 
elected their party candidate, Robert D. Johnson, by 
a topheavy majority. -But the Democratic leaders 
are not doing all the rejoicing. Other corks are pop- 
ping, and other rafters ringing—pale, innocent corks, 
to be sure, and chaste, abstemious rafters. For‘there 
was another candidate in the field, L. L. Coilins, 
who invited the folks to join him In a stein of beer, 
or a glass of wine, or a good, stiff highball, and the 
folks declined, almost unanimously. Perhaps that’s 
putting it on a bit: thick, but, anyhow, Mr. Collins 
found only a convivial few to accept his proffered 
hospitality. So the Anti-Saloon League and the W. 
C. T. U. may reasonably enough sound the loud tim- 
brel o’er the Ozarks’ blue sea, for the Seventh's as 
dry as a district can be. 

We had almost forgotten the Republican candidate, 
Mr. Palmer, but the Seventh practically forgot him, 
too. He never got into high at all, his performance 
being a sad, distressing exhibit. There is no use in 
mincing words. The result from the Republican 
viewpoint is a cloud without so much as a pewter 
lining, to say nothing of silver. 

What does it all portend? Well, with Mr. John- 
son’s election, the Democrats are now tied with the 
Republicans in the House, each party having 214 
members, and as there are six more elections to be 
held before Congress meets in December, the pros- 
pects are that the Democrats will be in control. And 
beyond December lies November, ’32, towards which 
Mr. Hoover is looking, with hope, but with some 
anxiety, too, we should say. 

But what about beer? Just this: The chap who 
can detect a fleck of foam or a glint of the hop vine 
in the news from the Seventh is good. 
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MR. BECKER CONTRADICTS HIMSELF. 

Secretary of State Becker has declined to award 
the contract for 1932 automobile license tags to the 
State Prison Board. Mr. Becker makes the point 
that thé State Prison Board failed to submit a bid 
for the work, “although it was sent specifications and 
invited to bid.” We should say he is on pretty firm 
ground. 

However, Mr. Becker’s zeal for bidding in the 
matter of automobile license tags is in interesting 
contrast to his conduct regarding State printing. 
The law empowers the Secretary of State to select one 
newspaper in each county to publish official adver- 
tisements of constitutional amendments, and initia- 
tive and referendum petitions. The revenue there- 
from constitutes in many cases a large part of rural 
editors’ incomes. | 

Mr. Becker has consistently refused to submit the 
printing to bids, resting behind the defense that the 
law does not compel him to do so, and has resisted 
in court efforts by some newspapers to force him to 
advertise for bids. Further, it is Mr, Becker’s policy 
to pay the maximum legal rate, which is frequently 
higher than the newspapers’ regular rates. As a re- 
sult, he has built up a powerful following of coun- 
try editors, who “go where he goes, do what he does,” 
to the limit of their ability. 

The only conclusion to be drawn from Mr. Becker's 
contradictory conduct is that he believes in bids for 
State work only when they accord with his political 
ambitions. 
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College Fraternities on Trial 


Overbuilding in prosperous times causes fraternities to face problem of keeping their 
“private hotels” filled, thus slighting their original fraternal aim, says Illinois U. 
president; criticises extravagance, and tendency to fit members into a standard- 
ized pattern; cites also lack of cultural interests and the hazing of freshmen. 


From an Address by President Harry Woodburn Chase of the University of Illinois 
to the University Interfraternity Council. 


HERE is once again a rapidly rising 
T tiae of criticism against the fraternity 

system. One hardly attends an educa- 
tional gathering without hearing it voiced, 
One national educational organization has 
gone so far as to have a committee study- 
ing the situation for the last year or two. 
The extent and emphasis of these criticisms 
is rapidly increasing, and not in educational 
circles alone. All in all, the fraternity sys- 
tem is rapidly finding itself face to face 
with a new situation, with which in the 
next few years it will have to reckon. Let 
me indicate some of the factors in this 
situation, 

First, there has been the mistake of Over- 
building in a period of prosperity. This is 
not so much the fault of the fraternities 
as it has been a part of the spirit of the 
times in a period of rapid expansion all over 
America. In educational institutions it has 
been a real assistance in many places in 
helping to solve the housing problem, but 
nevertheless it must be recognized that this 
era of large and in some cases costly build- 
ings has been attended by consequences to 
the fraternities which are not all desirable. 
It has in many cases not been a good thing 
for the very spirit which the fraternity is 
supposed to foster. 

One of the serious consequences of large 
and elaborate buildings has been too often 
the necessity of subordinating other inter- 
ests to the necessity of maintaining without 
a deficit a sort of private hotel, equipped 
with all modern conveniences, under cir- 
cumstances which sometimes make the 
size of a man’s pocketbook more important 
than his congeniality. The maintenance of 
these large houses and large chapters is one 
of the serious problems’ now confronting 
the fraternities. For one thing, a frater- 
nity ought to maintain a careful system of 
selecting men who are not all alike but who 
are congenial, 

e * o 

After all. it is in terms of undergraduate 
life that the fraternity must be viewed. The 
long lists of distinguished alumni that play 
such great part in most rushing seasons 
mean practically nothing in comparison 
with ‘the question of the undergraduate 
chapter itself. My advice would always be 
that a man join that fraternity which as an 
undergraduate concern be thought most 
congenial to him, regardless of age, number 
of chapters or distinguished alumni. That 

aig really the only sensible way to look 
at the question. — 

Let us look for a moment at the cost 
element. Fraternities, like the rest of 
America, are facing hard times financially, 
and the thing to do is to try to be as intelli- 
gent about it as possible. We ought to rec- 
ognize the fact that if general depression 
is long continued, alumni are by no means 
going to be as responsive to fsaternity ap- 
peals as they have been. Furthermore, there 
will be more fathers who, while they are 


willing to make the sacrifices necessary to . 


send their sons to college, will not be able 
or willing to pay expensive fraternity dues. 

I think nothing is to be lost by reminding 
the fraternities frankly that the scale of 
financial expenditure on which many of 
them have been living during the past 10 


years will be maintained only with increas- 
ing difficulty. Just as the standard of liv- 
ing in America as a whole is up against 
economies and thrift, so must be the stan- 
dards of fraternities. Fees ought to be kept 
as low as possible. Carelessness or extrava- 
gance ought to be guarded against. I be- 
lieve the fraternities which do not practice 
econoniy are going to find themselves 
caught in increasing difficulties, 

College campuses as & whole are conven- 
tional enough at best. Wé6 all know how 
any sort of fad or standard tends to spread 
over a whole campus. But there is an even 
greater pressure toward conformity in the 
fraternity system than there is outside, 
When we are hearing so much about the 
évils of mass production in our institutions 
and about the evils of standardized think- 
ing and behavior, fraternities ought not to 
lend their influence to this attempt to turn 
out a standardized product. They ought to 
respect individuality. As it is there are 
many people who feel that the existing fra- 
ternity system is one of the great forces 
which is at work today in turning out 


people who have been molded and stamped 


into the same type and: pattern. We need 
individuals in American life, and the fra- 
ternities can help in that situation. 
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Further, there is the criticism that fra- 
ternjties persistently hold themselves aloof 
from the central purposes for which col- 
leges and universitfes exist, from things 
which stimulate people’s minds to a richer 
and better appreciation of life. The com- 
ment is constantly made that any particular 
interest in intellectual things is not good 
form in most fraternities. There have been 
few attempts, so far as I know, to build 
up collections of books, for example, that 
really make for cultivation. There has been, 
of course, a largely. artificial interest in 
scholastic standings. am not speaking of 
this. I am asking the question, rather, 
whether the influences of the average fra- 
ternity house are for or against the devel- 
opment of a richer intellectual life, That 
is, whether they are for or against the very 
thing for which the university is striving. 

The fruternity attitude toward freshmen, 
when we call it simply and plainly by its 
right name, is a hazing attitude. A hazing 
attitude is a bad thing on both sides. I 
know some ple say that freshmen rules 
and regulations tend to make men out of 
freshmen. That was precisely the argu- 
ment used in favor of hazing many years 
ago. Nobody ever developed a man out 
of anybody by treating him as a child. I 
must say that, in my judgment, one of the 
serious failures of the fraternities is that 
they do not recognize the fact that their 
attitude toward freshmen should be pre- 
cisely that of older brothers toward younger 
brothers In whom they are interested and 
not that of masters toward servants. The 
very word fraternity means brotherhood. 
You have a splendid opportunity to help 
develop men, As it is. you are putting a 


- handicap in the way of that opportunity.

No Political Censorship 


From Editor 4 Publisher 


RESIDENT HOOVER ought to look 


squarely into the face of his secretary 
for press relations, Theodore G. Joslin. This 
gentleman is a badly mistaken representa- 
tive of the administration. His ideas con- 
cerning the fundamentals in U. 8. demo- 
cratic life are out of date by about 100 
years. Either his methods or he ought im- 
mediately to depart from the seat of our 
national executive government. 

Recently Secretary Joslin, presumably o 
his own account, proposed to clamp down 
on the American press an official censor-- 
ship by far more rigid than any press su- 
pervision our political government attempt- 
ed to employ when the army and navy were 
in a death grip with the enemy in France 
during the World War. A “voluntary cen- 
sorship” was good enough for this nation) 
in that crisis. A political censorship will 
scarcely be tolerated now. 


Secretary Joslin called the White House 
reporters around him on ‘Thursday, 
Sept. 17, and informed them that they 
would be expected thereafter to submit for 
censorship, prior to publication, (‘‘consult 
this office’) all reports which concerned 
the administration’s efforts to relieve the. 
economic depression. He characterized the 
emergency as “second only to war.” He 
described various conferences the President 
was having with civic leaders and groups 
interested in relief, and complained that re- 
porters were writing stories which were em- 
barrassing to the White House, spreading 
confusion. He said official news was being 
given out and he deplored reports of ‘“‘sec- 
ond or third-hand conversations” about 
things which are being officially discusred, 
because they are “necessarily always inac- 
curate, and more likely to cause harm (than 
do good.” 

His final charge was: “The press can 
help the country most by exercising the uts 
most care and consulting with this offic 
before such matters are given publication. 
Where matters are in progress, the press is 
always told the status. Speculative discus- 
sion as to delicate and difficult subjects, 
while.it may be perfectly honest represen- 
tation of fragmentary information, often 
leads to the necessity to abandon action be- 
cause of antagonisms created against pro)- 
ects due to the distortion of their purpose.” 


After saying these strange things Mr. Jos- 
lin sought to hamstring the press by giving, 
notice to the correspondents that his orde 
were proposed “in confidence.” 
the reporters informed him that the pres® 
would not observe such a “confidence.” 
That would be too easy—far, far, too sim~ 
ple a method of forcing a censorship oni 
American public opinion while evading re~ 
sponsibility for it. :

Foreign Issues Selected by Lot 
for Redemption Above 
Market Price. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Oct. 1.-—Holders 


of foreign bonds that would bring 
only $1,760,000 in the open mar- 
ket can redeem them today for a 
total of $3,550,000. 

These bonds have been drawn by 
lot for redemption at par under 
sinking fund provisions. Some 
fortunate holders of drawn num- 
bers can redeem their bonds in 
cash for two, tnree, four or five 
times what they could get for 
them in the open market, even 
though the bonds are virtually all 
payable in gold dollars and not 
directly affected by currency fluc- 


tuations. 


Bankers for Brazil are redeem- 
ing $413,500 of that country’s 
bonds at par, while recent market 
prices have been around one-fifth 
of that. This depreciation is due 
in part to the fact that Brazil has 
announced that this redempton 
will be the last for an indefinite 
period, or until economic condi- 
tions improve. 


Several other issues,?{n which 
there have been no official sugges- 
tions of default, are selling at less 
than half the redemption values. 
These low prices reflect uncertain- 
ty over their future and sale of 
holdings because of need of funds. 

Holders of 651 bonds of the 
Free State of Prussia will be able 
to redeem them on Oct. 15 at 
$1000 per bond of that par value, 
while they are now selling around 
one-third of that. Poland’s 8 per 
cent issue has been -— regularly 
drawn by lot for redemption at 
somewhat above par to the extent 
of 2 per cent of the entire issue 
annually, but the bonds are quoted 
in the market at little more than 
half of par. 


Former Practice of Speculators. 


In the palmy days of finan~c, 
some speculators, particularly in 
London, made a practice of buying 
a few depressed bonds just before 
drawings in the hope of holding a 
few lucky numbers. 

Americans have never shown 


|arranged to take advantezge of bar- 


much interest in this sort of specu- 
lation and traders in London now 
have little heart for it. As a mat- 
ter of fact, the chance of drawing a 
number is a long one, for semi-an- 
nual drawings usually amount to 
only one or one-half of one per 
cent of the issue. 

Many bonds are not retired by 
drawings. Some governments, in 
setting up a sinking fund, have been 
willing to acknowledge that their 
issue may fall below par, and have 


gain prices. 

The German Dawes and Young 
plan issues may be acquired in the 
open market for retirement for 
sinking fund purposes. The Ger- 
man Government can acquire bonds 
of its Young plan issue currently at 
less than half of par. 

It is only the holder of a de- 
pressed issue that likes to have his 
bond drawn for redemption at par. 
In normal times it is bad rather 
than good fortune to have a bond 
of high rating and liberal vield 
drawn at this time. For instance. 
$386,000 par value of Nord Railwny 
of France 64% per cents is being re- 
deemed at par today. The curren: 
open market price is around far, 
but has recently been several points 
above.

Useless Gold. 

By the eee CITY, Oct. 1.— 
Senator Key Pittman (Dem.), of 
Nevada, predicts a collapse of this 
country’s foreign trade unless the 
United States acts to reduce the 
wide disparity between the value 
of gold and silver. 

The Senator, who advocates the 
calling of an international silver 
conference, said that before long 
all nations, with the exception of 
the United States and France, will 
be off the gold standard and will 
trade where their money has the 
greatest value. . 

“By going off the gold standard,” 
he said, “Great Britain left the 
United States and France ‘holding 
the bag,’ and that bag is filled with 
gold that we cannot put to use. 
The pressure on Great Britain is 
relieved and she is no lenger under 
the necessity of sponsoring an in- 
ternational silver conference be- 
cause she has accomplished the ob- 
jective of such a conference. 

“The British pound sterling is 


going down, which is the same as 
saying that the money of the Chi- 
nese, the Indians and the Mexicans 
is going up in value if its used to 
purchase British goods. It should 
be plain to everyone that when the 


Chinese find that their dollar is}.

kinds of granites found in the 
Yosemite region. ‘This is done by 
determining the exact hundredths 
of a second that the vibrations re- 
quire to travel a measured dis- 
tance through the granite. The 
velocities in the different types of 
granite vary considerably. 

The second problem is to ascer- 
tain the effect of a vertical-walled 
canyon or valley on earthquake 
waves when they travel approxi- 
mately at right angles or across 
the valley. Each explosion sets up 
three different kinds of earth tre- 
mors or waves in the rock and it 
is important to know which of 
these will reach the other side of 
the canyon and which type will be 
eliminated by being reflected back 
by the canyon wall. 

A third problem is an attempt 
to record the echo in the rock wave 
by reflection from the bottom of 
the granite itself. The earth is 
made of concentric shells, the 
outer one of which is believed to 
be only eight or ten miles thick 
and is made of granite. Below 
this granite layer are quite differ- 
ent rocks of basaitic composition. 

The waves from an explosion 
travel downward through the 
cranite and should be reflected 
back from the basalt surface as 
an echo, but the return distance 
is great and the problem of re- 
cording the echo 1ts very difficult. 
If the time for the return journey 
of the waves to the base of the

WITNESSES CALLED 


Banker and House Clerk Sum- 
moned in Investigation of 
Bishop’s Campaign Acts.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 1.—A 


Washington banker and the clerk 
of the House of Representatives 


were summoned today to appear 
before the District of. Columbia 
grand jury next Thursday in its 
investigation of charges that Bish- 
op James ‘Cannon Jr. violated the 
corrupt practices act in the 1923 
presidential campaign. 

The banker, Wade H. Cooper, 
president of the Commercial Na- 
tional Bank and formerly president 
of the Continental Trust Co., was 
directed to furnish details of the 
bank accounts of Bishop Cannon. 
William Tyler Page, clerk of the 
House, was ordered to produce 
copies of reports filed with him 
on the expenditures by Bishop 
Cannon in his efforts to defeat 
Alfred E. Smith for the presiden- 
cy. 

Othes summoned included Ed- 
win Pope Thayer, secretary of the 
Senate, who was told to bring any 
correspondence he might have had 
with Miss Ada L. Burroughs of 
Richmond, treasurer of the Virgi- 
nia Anti-Smith Democratic Com- 
mittee’ headed by the Bishop. Lee 
P. Oliver, a Justice Department 
agent, who has been investigating 
Bishop Cannon’s campaign activi- 
ties, also was summoned. 

The grand jury will consider the 
evidence uncovered by the Senate 
Campaign Funds Investigating 
Committee. 

Miss Burroughs will be included 
in the grand jury investigation, Dis- 
trict Attorney Rover said. 

It is understood the witness list 
includes those who were called by 
the Senate Committee in inquiring 
into the charge of Representative 
Tinkham (Rep.), Massachusetts, 
that Bishop Cannon had failed to 
account for most of $65,000 contrib- 
to his Yampaign by E. C. 
Jameson, a New York Republican. 

The Bishop has challenged the 
authority of the Senate Committee 
and repeatedly has stated that he 
welcomed a grand jury investiga- 
tion. Miss Burroughs has twice 
refused to testify before the Sen- 
ate Committee.

Investors who bought first mort- 
gage real estate bonds secured by 
the Lednardo Apartments, 4168 
Lindell boulevard, have acquired 
title to the property through fore- 
closure and are organizing a new 
company to operate it. Their bonds 
will be exchanged for stock in the 
new company. 

Holders of bonds on the Mary- 


corner of Maryland and Taylor ave- 
nues; which was promoted under 
the same auspices, have foreclosed 
on ‘the first mortgage and com- 
pleted organization of their own 
company which is now in charge. 
Both buildings were construct- 
ed in 1925 by E. M. Worthington, 
and sold when completed early in 
1926. The Ltonardo. then known 
as the Ellsworth, was financed 
through a $200,000 mortgage bond 
issue and the Maryland Manor, 
then the Marworth, through a 


1$450,000 issue. Second mortgages 


of $80,000 on the Leonardo and 
$200,000 on the Maryland Manor 
were negotiated by subsequent own- 
ers. The second mortgages were 
wiped out in foreclosure. 

The Maryland Manor Deal. 

First mortgage bonds on both the 
Leonardo and Maryland Manor 
were marketed through Love, Van 
Riper & Bryan, an investment firm 
since dissolved, and the W. R. 
Compton Co. John A. Love, now of 
Love & Co:, headed bondholders’ 
protective committees which were 
formed for both issues, and is pres- 
ident of the new Maryland Manor 
Corporation, formed by bondhold- 
ers. 

The Maryland Manor, a nine- 
story building, appraised, when the 
bonds were being sold at $650,000, 
was bid in by first mortgage bond- 
holders for $250,000 at the fore- 
closure last March. Its assessed 
valuation was and remains $372,- 
500, of which $32,500 is for ground. 
The buiding permit issued for it 
called for a $420,000 structure. 

Cytron Mortgage Co., now in re- 
ceivership, acquired title to the 
apartment shortly after it was com- 
pleted and offered $200,000 in sec- 
ond mortgage bonds to the public. 
The Cytron Co. found several pur- 
chasers for the building during the 
next few years, but the property 
reverted to it each time and it held 
the title at the time of foreclosure. 

About $7 per cent of the first | 
mortgage bondholders joined the 
protective committee headed by 
Love. Those who did not received, 
as a result of foreclosure, $722 for 
each $1000 bond. The first mort- 
gage had been reduced at that time 
to about $350,000.

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SOVIET PAPER SAYS AMERICA 
MAY LOSE MARKET IN RUSSIA 


Declares Trade Is Being Shifted to 
Europe Because of Credit 
Blockade in JU. 8. 

By the Associated Press. 

MOSCOW, Oct. 1.—The néws- 
paper Izvestia said today that re- 
fusal of the United States to ex- 
tend credits to Soviet Russia and 
‘its action in placing an embargo 
on Soviet goods” may lead to com- 
plete loss of the Soviet market to 
American goods. 

The statement was contained in 
an article devoted to the decline 
in Soviet-American trade under the 
caption “Necessary Warning.” \ 

Many Soviet orders are 
shifted from America to Europe, 
the newspaper said, because of two 
factors—“A credit hlockade against 
the Soviet Union by American 
capital and American official 
circles, and organized efforts to 
hinder the sale of Soviet commodi- 
ties in the American market.” 

“Both causes in turn are related 
to the notorious non-recognition 
policy of the American Govern- 
ment,” the newspaper added.

EARLY every child is a born 
N showoff. He loves to hold the 

center of the stage, to cause 
commeut and excitement. 

It is one way of asserting him-{ 
self, as every human being wants 
to do. Being little, unskilled, and 
ignorant, there are few ways of 
self-assertion open to him. 

He stands on his head in the 
middle of the living room floor, 
sticks out his tongue or teases the 
dog, all from a blameless desire to 
put himself across. 

If one is not aware of the mo- 
tives which prompt this peculiar 
behavior, one is apt to give him 
just what he wants—attention, The 
fact that the attention he gets is in 
the form of a scolding or even pun- 
ishment makes it none the _ less 
sweet, 

. If a child is ‘not to be an objec; 
tionable show-off, he must be given 
legitimate ways of holding the lime- 
light. 

Any little service he can-do, such 
as passing the cookie plate at tea 
time, helping to lay.the living room 
fire, give messages or bring in the 
mail, will satisfy his need. 


When showing off persists to an 
unpleasant degree in a child who 
has been given legitimate ‘ways of 
getting attention; it is a sign of an 
unusual feeling of inferiority.
